A Florida pastor and Bryan trusleo-educator will speak at the two 
major events of the thirtieth annual June commencement concluding the 
thirty-third year of Bryan College. Dr. Douglas 0. Johnston, pastor of Syl- 
van ia Heights Baptist Church of Miami, Florida, will preach the baccalau- 
reate sermon Sunday evening, June 2, and Dr. Herman A. Hoyt, president 
of Grace College and Grace Theo- 


logical Seminary, Winona Lake, In- 
diana, and Bryan trustee since 1946, 
will give the commencement address 
on Tuesday, June 4. As a part of the 
graduation exercises, Dr. Hoy l will 
he awarded the honorary doctor of 
laws degree in recognition of his 
long and fruitful service in Chris- 
tian education. 

Thirty-nine seniors, representing 
12 states and one foreign country 
and 9 academic majors, are mem- 
bers of the graduating class. The 
pictures of the seniors appear on 
page 2. Thirty-three of the seniors 
will receive diplomas on June 4 with 
the remaining six scheduled to com- 
plete their work this summer. The 
summer graduates, who are counted 
a part of the Class of ’63, will have 
their degrees conferred at the Sep- 
tember convocation opening the aca- 
demic year in the fall.

demic career of wide experience has 
included both teaching and admin- 
istration. While serving as Professor 
of Greek and New Testament of the 
Seminary 1937-62, he served in var- 
ious administrative posts including 
that of dean since 1948. He is au- 
thor of eight books on Biblical sub- 
jects and is currently preparing two 
other books for publication. He has 
twice served as moderator of his de- 
nomination, the National Fellowship 
of Brethren Churches, popularly 
known as Grace Brethren. His mem- 
berships include the Evangelical 
Theological Society (charter mem- 
ber) and the National Education 
Association. He served for six years 
as a member of the board of the 
town of Winona Lake, Inc., and he 
is a long-time member of the board 
of the Winona Lake Christian As- 
sembly. He is president of the Chris- 
tian League for the Handicapped. 
His election to the dual presidency 
of Grace College and Grace Semi- 
nary in 1962 climaxed a long career 
characterized by high academic 
achievement and effective Christian 
service. Four of Dr. Hoyt’s brothers 
and sisters have attended Bryan Col 
lege and one other brother, Garner, 
is currently a member of the mod 
cm language faculty.

Construction Progress 
On New Buildings

With the coming of pleasant 
weather, construction on the new 
college buildings is moving apace. 
The new maintenance and utility 
building pictured in this issue will 
be occupied by the end of May. 
Walls are going up rapidly on the 
men’s dormitory. A vein of rock at 
the foundation level of the women’s 
dormitory made blasting operations 
necessary there before the footings 
could be poured. Roth dormitories 
are scheduled for completion by the 
end of the calendar year with occu- 
pancy by the second semester in 
January. Each building is four stories 
and will house 100 students each. 
The compact, multi-story style of 
construction is intended to lake ad- 
vantage of the natural terrain of 
the sites and to de-emphasize the 
large main building which will serve 
as the axis for all future plant de- 
velopment. 

Ground-breaking for the two dor- 
mitories was held on March 13 in a 
colorful ceremony involving the par- 
ticipation of representatives of the 
trustees, alumni, Rhea County Ad- 
visory Committee, faculty, staff, stu- 
dents, and officials representing l fie 
city of Dayton, the building contrac- 
tor, and the architectural firm. For 
the ceremony, the student body 
formed themselves into two rectan- 
gular groups representing the actual 
size of the buildings; and after the 
initial breaking of ground, any stu- 
dent wlip cared to do so joined in the 
spading of dir». The event was cov- 
ered by area newspapers and tele- 
vision stations with excellent pub- 
licity.

Future Plans 

In answer to the question u What 
is next in the building program?” 
both the construction of a gymna- 
sium and the renovation of the un- 
completed areas of the main building 
may be mentioned. Both are pressing 
needs. Relocation of certain facilities 
in the main building includes new 
science laboratories for chemistry, 
physics, and biology, additional class- 
room space in the third floor area 
now used for a women’s dormitory, 
arid the development of enlarged stu- 
dent union facilities on the ground v 
floor. The student area plans call for 
a recreation room, dating lounge, and 
offices for student council and the 
yearbook .staffs, adjacent to I he pres- 
ent Lionet le snack shop, bookstore, 
and post office.

Enrollment Grows 25% 

The erection of two new dormi- 
tories, the strengthening of the var- 
ious academic departments, and the 
continuing emphasis upon positive 
Christian conduct in a Christ-cen- 
tered atmosphere have combined to 
boost the enrollment prospects for a 
twenty-five per cent increase this fall. 

Applications have been received 
and are being processed for nearly 
twice as many new students as last 
year at this time according to the re- 
ports from Miss Zelpha Russell, di- 
rector of admissions. Twenty slates 
and three foreign countries are repre- 
sented by the new applicants. 

Students from the present enroll- 
ment who have pre-registered to 
return in September indicate an in- 
creased percentage of continuing stu- 
dents for the upper classes as shown 
by the records of the registrar. Dr. 
J. Furman Miller. 

Facilities will be taxed to maxi- 
mum capacity at the fall opening 
since the new dormitories will not. 
he opened until alter the Christmas 
vacation, so that students who still 
anticipate the possibility of enrolling 
for the fall term should make appli 
cation as early as possible. 
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
